Controlling the Narrative 


Facing an endless stream of bad press, SFPD considers hiring a publicist to promote positivity.

The San Francisco Police Depar- 
tment has been doing a lot of good 
deeds. Summer internships, backpack 
giveaways, barbecue cook-offs. Those 
kinds of things. 

But these feel-good stories aren't 
getting the kind of traction the depart- 
ment wants, and the media only seems 
to focus on the negative. 

“How do we get this information 
out into the community of what our 
police department is doing,” Police 
Commissioner Sonia Melara asked last 
week during a commission meeting. “I 
think what gets out into our commu- 
nity is all of the negative information. 
Iam trying to figure out if we need to 
hire a publicist.” 

For some reason, the department’s 
six-person media relations team — 
which includes a former TV reporter 
— just aren’t “connecting with some 
communities,” interim Police Chief 
Toney Chaplin said. “It is an issue with 
the press.” 

To wit: The coverage of a recent 
hour-long standoff with a man in the 
Ingleside area — which ended peace- 
ably, sort of — was not to the liking of 
Commissioner Thomas Mazzucco. 

“We have to get traction with the 
press, Mazzucco said. Instead of 
pointing out that the police did not 
open fire or kill the suspect, headlines 
centered on police firing bean bags at 
the man. “We need to have some fair- 
ness in the press with what the officers 
are doing.” 

Commissioner Petra DeJesus agrees 
wholeheartedly, and has come up with 
a solution: “We need to get in front of 
it and hire a publicist ... [to] put it in 


words we want to put in.” 

Only one person at the Police Com- 
mission meeting, President Suzy Lof- 
tus, had a different take. 

“There’s what we can control and 
there’s what we can’t control,” she said. 
“T think the editors get to control what 
the headlines say.” 

A review of coverage of the SFPD 
within days of last week’s meeting in- 
dicates a mixed approach. 

The positive: A police horse’s retire- 
ment — we count at least four stories 
on this item alone — the interim 
chief’s meeting with faith leaders, a 
“National Night Out” story, and nu- 
merous stories about crime-fighting 
efforts (too many to count). And, yes, 
there’s even a story about a sergeant 
who gave school supplies to children. 

The negative: The San Francisco Po- 
lice Officer’s Association’s publication 
of a photo of two dogs deriding the 
Black Lives Matter movement; police 
using unnecessary force against an el- 
derly woman; and a piece about police 
data showing racial disparities. 

Still, several years of the media 
covering police misconduct has had 
an impact, according to Ron Weitzer, 

a sociology professor at George Wash- 
ington University who studies crime 
and society. 

“Media coverage has a huge effect 
on public opinion,” Weitzer says. 
“Clearly, media coverage — both main- 
stream media and social media — have 
really made a huge difference in public 
perception of how frequently police are 
involved in misconduct compared to 
10 or 15 years ago.” 

Weitzer’s sentiments, however, are 
not shared by all. 

“Personal interactions have the

strongest impact on perceptions. Peo- 
ple form opinions of the police based 
on their own interactions with them or 
the experiences they hear from trusted 
friends and family,’ reads the website 
for the National Institute of Justice, 
the evaluation agency of the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice. “Media accounts 
of police misconduct also influence 
perceptions of the police, but less so 
than personal interactions.” 

For Weitzer, who admits the media 
has created some unfair depictions of 
police, it’s undeniable it has also had 
positive impacts. 

“In a place like San Francisco, clear- 
ly, [think the media is fulfilling a very 
good public service,” he says. “Without 
that, it’s hard to imagine reforms tak- 
ing place.” 

But the department doesn’t under- 
stand why the media seems so fixated 
on certain stories. Chaplin said as 
much last week, noting that a press 
conference in June announcing the 
department’s summer jobs program 
didn’t receive any coverage. 

“At the very end of that press 
conference, I was asked one question 
by a reporter about recent issues at 
the police department,” Chaplin said, 
adding that no stories appeared on the 
program. 

But Chaplin’s story, says Weitzer, 
misses the point. 

“Tm not surprised a police leader 
would make that kind of comment, but 
we are talking about apples and orang- 
es here,’ Weitzer says. “Killings, racist 
emails, corruption, [and] other types 
of serious police misconduct are in an 
entirely different category and clearly 
deserve full coverage in the media.” 

The media plays a role in creating 


paroled sex offenders from playing 
the game, and the shooting death 
of a man in San Francisco. 
Internet Service Partners is 
a company that connects people 
with internet service providers 
wherever they live. It also blogs, 
which it did to create an info- 
graphic about Pokemon interest 
around the U.S. Their metrics 
were quite interesting: “We used 
Google Trends to focus on the 
top 10 states most interested in 
Pokemon Go, and looked at the 
amount of millennials, the obesity 
rate, and physical activity levels in 
each state.” The game is, after all, 
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public perception, but if the depart- 
ment wants to change how it’s seen, 
it may require more than a public

supposed to get people outside and 
moving around, something Ameri- 
cans aren't normally into. 

The West did well, with Oregon, 
Idaho, and Utah taking the top 
three spots.

If the Golden State Warriors 
getting the go-ahead to splash their logo 
at a middle school in the Bayview is any 
indication, ad-free public schools could 
be a thing of the past in San Francisco. 

For almost two decades, the San 
Francisco Unified School District has 
fought back against corporate advertis- 
ing, banning brand names and shoot- 
ing down most investors who want to 
put logos on their contributions to the 
school district. But with state funding 
waning, the school district is doubling 
down on its efforts to reel in private 
donors, meaning there will likely be 
more pressure on the school board 
to once again allow logos and brand 
names on campuses. 

Last week, the Board of Education 
opted to play ball with a billion-dollar 
enterprise seeking to stamp its insig-

nia around Willie Brown Middle School 
when it lifted an advertising ban that 
has been in place since the turn of the 
century. 

With tall windows that provide 
million-dollar views of San Francisco 
from a hill in the Bayview, the brand 
new, $56 million middle school already 
features a bust of its former mayor and 
power broker namesake in its hallway. 
And now, the school’s exterior basket- 
ball court boasts the iconic logo of the 
Bay Area’s beloved NBA team. 

Unlike the team’s arena planned 
for the nearby Mission Bay, this small- 
scale Warriors court lacks the traffic 
concerns, but it has raised plenty of 
questions around the commercializa- 
tion of schools. 

In the 1990s, public schools across 
the nation were fair game for a rising 
tide of advertisers seeking a captive 
audience. On campus for hours on end,

students ate junk food from vending 
machines draped in soft drink ads, 
tuned-in to television commercials in 
the classroom, and solved textbook 
math problems featuring brand-name 
candies. 

That changed in San Francisco after 
1999, when student protests against 
tobacco subsidiaries and a heated de- 
bate around exclusive pouring rights 
for soft drink companies prompted the 
school board to impose the advertising 
ban. 

Proponents of the ban argued that 
students should not have to look at 
advertising when they have no choice, 
especially ads that promote unhealthy 
foods or lifestyle choices. Neither of 
those may be the case with the War- 
riors, but the decision to let the team 
place its logo around Willie Brown 
Middle School could set the stage for 
future brands interested in marketing 
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to a captive audience. 

Over the last three fiscal years, the 
district has tripled the amount of pri- 
vate contributions it received, reaching 
$13.7 million in 2015-16. Last year, 
the SFUSD created a nonprofit wing to 
cull investors and has thus far brought 
in $6 million from Salesforce.com and 
other donors like the Warriors. The dis- 
trict is also preparing to ask for more 
donor dollars to refurbish a defunct 
school near Civic Center to create an 
arts institute and relocate Ruth Asawa 
School of the Arts. 

“That project will require significant 
private philanthropy, and donors who 
give millions to projects like this right- 
ly expect to have their contributions 
acknowledged in some kind of public 
and permanent way, school board 
member Rachel Norton writes on her 
blog. 

But Superintendent Richard Car- 
ranza, who will be leaving to lead the 
Houston school district later this fall, 
says he doesn't believe lifting the ad 
ban for the Warriors is indicative of 
the school district’s future. 

“There are some things that we’re 
going to say, “That’s OK,” Carranza 
says. We're not going to plaster War- 
riors logos over every school.” 

Still, the Warriors decision is a di- 
version from the usual unwillingness 
of the school board to allow marketing 
in its campuses. 

A yogurt company was previously 
allowed to advertise and sell its prod- 
ucts from vending machines in the dis- 
trict because the yogurt aligned with 
healthy food standards. But when Nike 
contributed materials in 2005 to build 
a track at one high school in the city, 
the school board forbade the company 
from putting its signature Swoosh 
in the middle of the field. The school 
board also wouldn't allow products in 
textbooks, unhealthy foods in vending 
machines or shrink-wrap ads on school 
busses following the landmark 1999 
Commercial-Free Schools Act. 

Though the Warriors are a cor- 
porate enterprise, Carranza says he 
doesn’t consider it commercialization 
for them to place their mark on Willie 
Brown, since the team has been a con- 
sistent partner of the school. 

“They’re not trying to sell tickets,” 
Carranza says, pointing to the fact that 
students are already part of the team’s 
fanbase. Just like with the San Fran- 
cisco Giants during baseball season, 


students are decked out in Warriors 
gear when the team is playing. 

Mayor Ed Lee’s experience at a Po- 
trero Hill elementary school Monday 
is one salient example of this. When 
touring a second-grade class on the 
first day of school at Bryant Elemen- 
tary School, most of the students 
huddled together on a rug didn’t know 
who the mayor is. 

But when Lee joked he was Stephen 
Curry, they knew that wasn’t the case. 
(One pigtailed girl shook her head in 
disagreement.) 

“It’s really about sports in this com- 
munity,’ Carranza says. 

Few details of the relationship be- 
tween the Warriors and the SFUSD are 
known. But Carranza’s reasoning for 
why they allowed the Warriors could 
expose the district to future exploita- 
tion. 

Josh Golin, executive director of 
the Campaign for a Commercial-Free 
Childhood, says the Warriors exemp- 
tion undermines “one of the nation’s 
strongest commercialism policies.” 

“T would expect the Board to [be] 
flooded with other requests from 
schools to brand their buildings,” Golin 
writes in an email. “And once schools 
have already cut deals and the money 
is tantalizing close, it will be difficult 
for the Board to say no.” 

Where will it end? If the school 
board allowed the Warriors to stamp 
Willie Brown, will it allow another pro- 
fessional sports team to hang its flag at 
a school after making a contribution? 
Will Coca-Cola be allowed to rebrand 
the vending machines if it donates big 
money to the new arts center? What 
about Big Tobacco? 

That has yet to be seen. But at last 
week’s meeting, school board members 
agreed to consider implementing a do- 
nor recognition policy that will govern 
future decisions in light of the Willie 
Brown kerfuffle. 

It’s worth noting that the decision 
to exempt the Warriors was a com- 
promise stemming from a nuanced 
discussion. The logo on the court’s 
surface was approved, but whether the 
team could also plaster its name on the 
backboards was sent to a board com- 
mittee for further review.

Failure to 
Reschedule 
Marijuana 
Proves DEA is 
Out of Touch 


The Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration’s decision last week not to re- 
schedule marijuana highlights the 
absurdities of its pre-election limbo. 

Marijuana will remain a Schedule I 
drug, meaning that the federal gov- 
ernment doesn’t recognize any of its 
medical uses and considers it to have 
high potential for abuse. “This decision 
isn't based on danger,” DEA chief Chuck 
Rosenberg told NPR. “This decision is 
based on whether marijuana, as deter- 
mined by the FDA, is a safe and effective 
medicine ... and it’s not.” 

In one sense, Rosenberg is correct. 
Cannabis, the plant itself, has not gone 
through the clinical trials necessary to 
be approved as a pharmaceutical. But 
chemicals found in marijuana, even 
Rosenberg has acknowledged, have 
medical potential. 

Marinol (synthetic THC) is an 


FDA-approved drug for AIDS-related 
weight loss and cancer-related nausea 
and vomiting. Epidiolex, an experimen- 
tal drug from UK firm GW Pharmaceu- 
ticals that is comprised of cannabidiol 
(CBD), has been shown in a late-stage 
clinical trial to reduce seizures in chil- 
dren with a rare form of epilepsy. If it 
was easier for researchers to study mar- 
ijuana in this country, this list would 
probably be longer. 

Hillary Clinton, among other promi- 
nent politicians, has called for marijuana 
to be reclassified as a Schedule II drug, 
which would make it easier to study 
without completely legalizing it. Re- 
scheduling marijuana could complicate 
life for an industry that would rather see 
it descheduled and regulated like alcohol. 
Still, many insiders were looking to the 
DEA for vindication of 
marijuana’s ben- 
efits. They didn’t 
get it. 

Instead, the 
DEA maintains that 
the plant has no 
medical value. Its 
supporting evidence 
is that after decades 
of making marijua- | 
na research almost | 
impossible to pursue 
in this country, there 
is a lack of research. 








The awkwardness of this position is 
compounded by the 25 states that have 
already legalized medical marijuana. 
The states don’t know more about the 
plant’s medical benefits than the federal 
government does, but legislators and 
voters have been willing to give patients 
the benefit of the doubt. 

It’s easy to think of medical mari- 
juana as a joke or a stalking horse for 
full legalization, and, to some extent, 
it’s both. But the full reality is more 
nuanced: The plant’s medical and recre- 
ational uses aren't easily distinguished 
from one another. 

Marijuana users often say the drug 
helps with insomnia, anxiety, shyness, 
and other “soft” conditions that can also 
be treated with pharmaceuticals. More 
research needs to be done before we 
know which conditions marijuana can 
really treat, but a study published in the 
journal Health Affairs did find that doc- 
tors write fewer prescriptions for anxi- 
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ety, pain, sleep, and depression drugs in 
states where medical marijuana is legal. 
In other words, many people prefer 
marijuana to pharmaceuticals for treat- 
ing certain conditions, and part of the 
reason they prefer it is that it gets them 
high. If a combat veteran finds that a 
few joints help him get through the day, 
is that a legitimate medical use? 

For now, the official answer depends 
on where you're reading this, but there 
are signs that the medical/recreational 
distinction is unsustainable. 

Last month, Washington state closed 
down its medical marijuana dispen- 
saries, pushing patients into a more 
heavily regulated recreational market. 
(This should also boost marijuana tax 
revenues.) The move acknowledges that 
whether someone is smoking weed for 
fun or health is often a meaningless 
distinction. 

The DEA doesn’t make that distinc- 
tion either. But unlike 
Washington, it’s 
unwilling to grapple 
with the realities 
of legalization. The 
agency did say it 
would expand the 
number of facilities 

that can legally grow 
marijuana, making 
it easier to study. It’s 
possible that dispen- 
saries in the future 
will continue to sell 
products that some 
customers consider 


medicine, and there will be separate 
marijuana-based pharmaceuticals for 
severely ill patients. 

For an agency that exists to combat 
illegal drugs, the DEA’s decision might 
count as a bold one, especially in the 
middle of an election. “We're not Ronald 
Reagan's narcs,” it seems to be saying. 

Writing in the Washington Post this 
year, Stanford professor Keith Hum- 
phreys suggested that a new classifi- 
cation could be created for marijuana: 
Schedule I-Research for “less dangerous 
drugs with high medical research po- 
tential.” This is close to what the agency 
did, though the DEA’s commitment to 
marijuana research is unproven. 

Still, for anyone paying attention, the 
DEA remains hopelessly out of touch. 
This is frustrating to people who think 
they might benefit from medical mar- 
ijuana but can’t access it, and business 
people who've bet their future on the 
industry. 

If the DEA was so inclined, it could 
start closing state-legal dispensaries 
tomorrow. Under President Barack 
Obama, it decided not to make that 
a priority. Perhaps it has realized the 
industry is already too big to shut down. 
It’s understandable that the agency 
isn’t eager to declare the end of the war 
on pot, but if it’s going to be a relevant 
voice in marijuana policy, the DEA needs 
to consider public opinion and what 
facts do already exist.

Bell's 
monthly radio show-podcast Kamau 
Right Now! on KALW has become 
critical listening. A typical lineup: social 
justice leader Lateefah Simon, hip-hop 
historian Dave “Davey D.” Cook, po- 
et-comedian Bucky Sinister, and Oak- 
land Mayor Libby Schaaf. Of course, we 
know Bell belongs to the larger world. 


Just this year, he taped Semi-Prominent Negro, a one-man special for Showtime; he 
launched the topical podcast Politically Re-Active with fellow stand-up collaborator 
Hari Kondabolu; and debuted United Shades of America, a unique and utterly fear- 
less travel show on CNN, which has already taken Bell inside the Ku Klux Klan and 
San Quentin Prison.

DOWN THE DRAIN 


An installation artist who is intrigued by the passage of time and the effect of 
her audience, Anja Ulfeldt has created diverse and intriguing works, such as Ice 
Brain, which grows a delicate layer of ice crystals every time a compressor is acti- 
vated, and The Hustle, two giant hamster wheels — one, softly inviting a guest 
to recline; the other, fast moving and connected to a drive chain that eventually 
disrupts the lounger. For her exhibit Of Sound | Mind and Objects, Ulfeldt 
has constructed Domestic Infrastructure #2, an enormous sound installation 
based on plumbing portraits of the sewer connected to her home and those of 
her neighbors. Consisting of cast-iron drainpipes, found objects, elbow joints, 
microphones, hydrophones, and the requisite shop rags tied around leaking 
seams, Domestic Infrastructure gurgles, burbles, drips, and murmurs as water 
rushes through the system each time a visitor adds more by way of an antique 
hand pump. Like a domestic X-ray, this sculpture peels away walls to reveal the 
most intimate, vital, and disparaged network in our homes, and the eerie music 
that it makes.

Sounding like a Bowery Street bruiser and looking like a blue-collar union boss, 
Eddie Pepitone stalks and fumes, rants and raves, swinging between social out- 
rage, self-criticism, and the mordant awareness that got him nicknamed “The Bit- 
ter Buddha.” In one bit, about his loathing of magicians, he shouts out his 
universal challenge: “Make me feel safe in this world!” It’s this juxtaposition, be- 
tween barely restrained rage and vulnerability, which makes Pepitone so fascinat- 
ing to watch. He is a true character, not just a joke teller — the kind of guy who 
yells “get off my lawn” but who always feeds the pigeons and loves his dog; the kind of guy who can make dropping Cheerios 
under the refrigerator sound like end days but will approach complete environmental collapse wearing a horse costume. Pepi- 
tone makes regular appearances on Community, Bob’s Burgers, and Your Pretty Face is Going to Hell on Adult Swim, and has had 
memorable turns on Arrested Development, The Flight of the Conchords, It’s Always Sunny in Philadelphia, and The Sarah Silver- 
man Program. But it was the web series Puddin’, a live-action comic strip created by Matt Oswalt and starring Pepitone, that el- 
evated him to cult sensation after 30 years.

“I’m a huge Diet Coke drinker,” 
Shepard Fairey says. “I’ve been switching 
over to Fresca, but they don’t have it ev- 
erywhere.” 

He and three assistants are about 
an hour away from finishing Voting 
Rights, a mural of Fannie Lee Chaney, 
the mother of activist James Chaney, 
whom the Ku Klux Klan murdered 
in Mississippi in 1964 during the 
Freedom Summer for registering Afri- 
can-Americans to vote. James Chaney 
was only 21, but Fannie Lee Chaney 
became an activist in her own right, 
and lived to see one of her son’s killers 
convicted of manslaughter in 2005. 

Fairey and his team are a well-oiled 
machine, accustomed to operating on 
a scissor lift so all four can work in 
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unison. But the pavement along the 
south-facing facade of 701 Alabama 
St. is on a slant, so they’re forced to 
assemble the image two at a time, on 
a smaller piece of equipment. This is 
their second mural of the week, having 
completed an image of labor leader Ce- 
sar Chavez above PROXY at 432 Octa- 
via St. in Hayes Valley two days before. 
Of their rituals, the only source of 
mild tension is music choice. One guy 
prefers Pink Floyd and the Grateful 
Dead, another dislikes The Clash and 
the Sex Pistols, but they tend to agree 
when it comes to Rage Against the Ma- 
chine, Public Enemy, and Ice Cube. 
While the image of Chaney is strik- 
ing — her pursed lips and heavy-lidded 
eyes could be read as defiance or as 
fatigue over an unjust world — she 
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could be considered an unusual sub- 
ject. Even if you've heard of her, it’s 
unlikely you'd recognize her face. 
Fairey chose Chaney because his show, 
“American Civics,’ is a collaboration 
with the estate of Jim Marshall, a pho- 
tographer best known for his images 
of 1960s rock stars like The Who and 
Jimi Hendrix, but who also captured 
key figures and moments of the Civil 
Rights Movement. 

“T think that she’s compelling as an 
image,” Fairey says. “Hopefully, with 
the supplement of the newspaper 
articles and things like that, it would 
make somebody want to know the 
story behind it and be curious about 
it. Right now, we've been experiencing 
all these voter-suppression tactics in 
conservative states. What a lot of peo- 


ple went through for civil rights and 
voting rights, I think it’s time to be 
reminded.” 

Fairey is most famous for his 
“OBEY” campaign — which came from 
John Carpenter’s brilliant satirical 
horror film, They Live — and for the 
HOPE poster he created during Barack 
Obama’s first presidential run. He felt 
the Bern, but he’s squarely (if slightly 
reluctantly) behind Hillary Clinton 
now. 

“T would vote for a trained pig over 
that untrained pig,” Fairey says of Don- 
ald Trump. “Hillary’s very shrewd. I 
don’t know how sincere her reposition- 
ing slightly to the left of where she was 
is, but hopefully it’s not just her being 
pragmatic to woo the Bernie voters. 
My thought is that you have to make 
the best choices with the options that 
you have in the moment, and then, in 
an idealistic way, work outside the sys- 
tem and in the system to push for what 
you want to see in the future.” 

“Tm not rah-rah Hillary, but I do 
think she’s a superior choice,” he adds. 

On specific issues, he’s most opti- 
mistic about the future of campaign 
finance reform. Overturning Citizens 
United is “a tall order,” Fairey says, but 
the Sanders campaign proved that a 
candidate could refuse money from bil- 
lionaires and corporations and remain 
viable. But climate change, an absence 
of police accountability, and the “lack 
of any sort of gun restriction’ are is- 
sues where the pessimism creeps back 
in. But he’s not reflexively anti-cop, 
either. 

“Talso know some really cool po- 
licemen,” he says. “And I know that it 
would make them feel happier to know 
they'd have the public trust if the en- 
tire police force wore cameras.” 

There is some irony in a once-un- 
derground street artist calling his show 
“American Civics.” You can almost hear 
the haute-bourgeois finger-pointing: 
Who is this glorified scrawler of graffiti 
to lecture anyone on propriety? But 
the show is full of tonal complexity, 
its pieces of arresting propaganda 
undermining their own messages in 
the manner of a vintage soda-fountain 
sign encouraging patrons to drink hot 
coffee. 

In one image, a hand clutches a 
fistful of shiny coins with the caption 
“CORPORATE WELFARE? Be a Maker! 
Not a Taker!” In another, two male 
hands shake firmly next to two black- 
ened American flags and the words 
“LEGAL BRIBERY. It’s not a DREAM! 
It’s the American SYSTEM.” And ina 
nod to Sherwin-Williams’ hideously 
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anachronistic “Cover the Earth” logo 
— as well as to The Rolling Stones — 
the caption for Paint It Black (Brush) 
says ‘I see the green Earth and I want 
to PAINT it BLACK.” Unsubtle, maybe, 
but the impetus of WPA-era posters 
was to make them easily understand- 
able to all. 

It’s Fairey’s intuitive grasp of this 
point that drew the attention of Ther- 
on Kabrich, founder of the San Fran- 
cisco Art Exchange, which mounted 
“American Civics.” The Art Exchange 
typically organizes shows around 
album covers and other themes of 
pop culture, and Kabrich zeroed in on 
Fairey’s emerging place in the panthe- 
on of iconography. 

“These things that we represent 
were culturally relevant as the lan- 
guage of the day,’ Kabrich says. “Visual 
iconography is shorthand language. 
People get it right away. You don’t have 
to read anything, you just recognize it, 
and it means a lot. As time goes on, the 
iconography of that era begins to age, 
mature, become more significant and 
more valuable. Shepard’s work is be- 
coming historical artifact in real time.” 

Only a few days after its opening, 
“American Civics” already has plenty of 
red stickers, and it’s the proceeds from 
these sales — as well as from Fairey’s 
streetwear line, OBEY Clothing — that 
fund the murals, which Fairey pays 
for out-of-pocket. As a historical arti- 
fact, a mural’s subject is only half the 
issue. The other matter to consider 
is location. Fairey, once accustomed 
to putting up posters under cover of 
darkness, now seeks out prominent lo- 
cations — and secures permission. 

“Now that I can paint things that 
can last potentially years and years, it’s 
about who will give me a nice, visible 
space to work in,” he says. With the as- 
sistance of Noise Pop producer Jordan 
Kurland, Fairey vetted a number of 
walls, including a spot on the corner of 
Valencia and 17th streets. The proper- 
ty owner got spooked at the last min- 
ute over the possibility of blowback, a 
decision Fairey says he respects. I men- 
tion that that’s right across the street 
from the Mission Police Station. 

“T know that station,” he says, with- 
out affect, and climbs back up to finish 
the last section of Fannie Lee Chaney’s 
face.

You Don’t Nomi!

Any Hollywood personality 
involved with the sleazy 1995 box office 
disaster Showgirls spent the rest of their 
career hoping the public would forget the 
existence of this film. But San Francisco 
drag deity Peaches Christ will never let 
anyone forget Showgirls, and she has li- 
onized this specimen of cinematic trash 
every summer since 1998 in Saturday 
night screenings that have become high 
holy holidays on the Bay Area drag calen- 
dar. 

This year’s incarnation of Peaches’ 
homage is Showgirls! The Musical!, 
which dispenses with the traditional 
screening of the film, presents the 
campy, cumming-of-age stripper story 
as a full-blown, live stage production. 
This musical keeps the original film’s 
relentless display of female nudity 
intact — it’s a 21 and over show — but 
embellishes Showgirls’ dismal script 
with hilarious meta references and 
bawdy, off-color drag numbers that 
have all the grace and political correct- 
ness of a “That’s what she said” joke. 

The mere concept of Showgirls! The 
Musical! is sort of a Snakes on a Plane 
proposition. (“You either want to 
see that, or you don’t,” as Samuel L. 
Jackson might say.) And plenty of bad 
movies get redone as campy musicals 
in the modern theatrical era. But Show- 
girls! The Musical! is able to achieve a 
special magic that no other bad movie 
musical could conjure, the combination 
of an audience that loves this particu- 
lar bad movie so enthusiastically and 
the feeling of a high-water mark in 
Peaches Christ’s decades-long pursuit 
of increasingly larger-than-life ways to 
present Showgirls. 

Showgirls! The Musical! is not brand- 
new; this production ran as a pretty 
well-acclaimed off-Broadway musical 
comedy in 2013. This version keeps 
the same script, music, and lyrics (by 
Bob and Tobly McSmith) and features 
several standout cast members from 
the New York production. But Peaches 
Christ directs this version herself, 
adding cake make-up portions of drag 
humor and a litany of zingers playing 
Gina Gershon’s role of Cristal Connors. 

Everything about Showgirls! The 
Musical! is a giant, glorious inside joke 
for cult fans of the movie, and one 
needs to have seen that movie to get 
much of the humor. But this is not a 
line-for-line adaptation of Showgirls 
— and you do not shout out your fa- 
vorite bits of atrocious dialogue. That’s 
because the script has been revised 
into something altogether different, a 
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April Kidwell as Nomi Malone 


smart and zany update that satirizes 
the original movie's relentless misogy- 
ny and general awfulness. 

In the lead role of Nomi Malone, 
actual biological female April Kidwell 
gives a remarkably witty re-creation 
of Elizabeth Berkley’s shambolic per- 
formance from the original movie. 
Dressed in faithfully reproduced Show- 
girls wardrobe — with an amusing 
costume nod to Saved By The Bell — 
Kidwell captures Berkley’s full range 
of facial tics and exaggerates them to 
high hilarity. She’s got a sensational 
singing voice, a range of hysterical 
dance moves that you will so want to 


steal, and a transcendent comic charm 
that single-handedly cancels out the 


inherent sexism of the source material. 


Kidwell is such a phenomenal musical 
comedy talent that you'll definitely see 
her again — but considering that her 
boobs are exposed in this show nearly 
as often as they’re covered, you won't 
see this much of her again. 

This production does struggle 
with the audible clarity of the lyrics, 
a shame because they’re so very, very 
funny. Some of this is the result of 
technical restraints, as the Victoria 
Theatre is a facility that opened during 
the Roosevelt administration. (The 
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Theodore Roosevelt administration.) 
Still, you may feel frustrated that 
you re missing bits of the barrage of 
pop culture jokes and references that 
make up the musical libretto. 

But a few powerhouse comic per- 
formances in the supporting cast more 
than make up for that. Marcus Desion, 
a New York cast veteran, is riotously 
funny and musically masterful in dual 
drag and macho roles. Local boylesque 
personality Bobby Barnaby brings the 
house down in his turn as the gay-car- 
icature choreographer in a number 
called “Thrust It.” 

Showgirls! The Musical! is a mas-

sively entertaining validation for au- 
diences who should know better than 
to love Showgirls but have for decades 
anyway. I laughed, I cried, I came in my 
pants. It’s a B-plus production of the 
B movie so bad it spawned decades of 
midnight movie screenings. For fans of 
Peaches Christ’s Showgirls screenings, 
this should be considered mandatory 
viewing.

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Olympic Meddle 


Back in high school, I served 
my last spring semester as one of the token 
weird kids in video yearbook class. 

My best friend Ashley and I — who 
spent every Wednesday lunch break at 
the Gay Straight Alliance, and our af- 
ter-school hours skipping rehearsal for 
the school play to watch boys skateboard 
— did our best to tune out the inane 
school-spirit chronicles we were forced 
to help produce. We gave them our re- 
quired yearbook chapter, a music video 
of backstage antics of the drama club set 
to the song “Freaks” from Hedwig and the 
Angry Inch, and tried to keep our heads 
down for the rest of the school year. We 
focused on making stop-motion anima- 
tions of Pez dispensers in a mosh pit and 
hoped the popular kids would leave us 
well enough alone. 

Upon completing a chapter of the 
yearbook, each student would present 
his or her work to the class and receive 
feedback. 

I was, however, unprepared 
when the time came for 
our classmate Travis to 
show everyone the 
chapter he’d made 
on the wrestling 
team. 

I'd been to 
the odd football 
game, but that 
was the extent 
of my knowledge 
of after-school 
sports. 

The video began 
to play, and our eyes . 
were suddenly steepedin 
the horrifying reality of what 
high school wrestling truly looks 
like. Ashley and I lost our composure. 

On the screen, set to an early-aughts 
alternative track, were the very jocks 
who harassed our peers, called them 
dykes and faggots — wearing spandex, 
rolling around on the floor, and appar- 
ently penetrating each other at points. 

We giggled, we shook, and finally we 
howled and cackled at the screen. No one 
else seemed to see the irony or humor, 
possibly because they’d never been on 
the other side of a hateful slur flung by 
one of the young men being fingerblast- 
ed through his singlet. 

None of the populars said a word, 
and our teacher threatened disciplinary 
action. 

Even though my video yearbook class 
wasn't quite ready to acknowledge the 
homosexual undertones of spectator 
sports and gymnasium culture, it’s diffi- 
cult to ignore the history of nude, oiled, 
male-on-male grappling that originated 
with the ancient Greeks. It has been 
reported that the earliest Olympians 
even utilized locker rooms for cruising, 
leaving NSFW graffiti behind for anthro- 
pologists to snicker at to this day. 

Currently, the world has stopped for 
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a big sex-segregated party focusing on 
body worship and unity, bookended by 
a show-stopping spectacle that includes 
a parade of flags from every color of the 
rainbow. The Olympics are incredibly 
gay, both in their history and their mod- 
ern aesthetic. Events include fencing, 
ping-pong, rhythmic gymnastics, and — 
of course — good old-fashioned swim- 
ming. (I particularly like the part when 
the swimmers take a shower together 
before they get in the pool.) 

And yet, gay as the games are, many 
LGBTQI athletes, especially those from 
countries where homosexuality is crim- 
inalized, are under intense scrutiny 
during the games. 

This year, there are more out Olym- 
pians than ever before, including Chris 
Mosier, the first transgender member of 
Team USA. But even though fewer than 
50 of the 10,4400 competitors openly 
identify as LGBTQI — compared to the 
whopping seven athletes who competed 
in homophobic Sochi for the Winter 

Games two years ago — 
Rio 2016 is officially 
the gayest Olympics 
to date. 
But rather than 
celebrating this 
accomplishment and 
working toward a 
future where every 
athlete can live 
their life openly 
without fear, one 
straight, married 
journalist recently 
posed as a gay man 
on Grindr to look 
for some action near 
< the Olympic Village. In 
writing his snarky expose, 
he exposed several closeted 
athletes and made himself a Summer 
Olympics pariah. 

Athletes devote their lives to training 
for what might be a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity. Many sacrifice their health, 
safety, and personal freedom for a shot 
at glory and a place in history. 

How dare anyone try to take that 
away through shame and ridicule — es- 
pecially when the structure upon which 
the games have been built is so incredi- 
bly queer. 

The Olympics are time to contem- 
plate unity and that which makes all of 
us human — including firm butts, killer 
abs, and resilient tenacity. As we look 
toward the end of this year’s Summer 
Games, let us champion the LGBTQI 
athletes who have been brave enough to 
live and compete openly, as well as the 
ones who have made the choice to live 
their lives privately. What happens in 
the Olympic Village stays in the Olympic 
Village. We are with you, and we pray 
that someday we can all live, compete, 
and wrestle in the nude — free of 
shame, violence, and ridicule.

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Ovarian Psycos 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at the Roxie Theater. 
Joanna Sokolowski and Kate Trum- 
bull-LaValle’s rousing documentary 
Ovarian Psycos is about women of color 
in East Los Angeles who work for social 
justice via, among other things, orga- 
nized bike rides. Their rides are not un- 
like San Francisco’s own monthly Critical 
Mass — one of the bigger ones was called 
Clitoral Mass — but since no men are al- 
lowed, it’s also about 100 percent less 
douchey. Founder Xela De La X describes 
the trans-inclusive group as a refuge for 
runaways and throwaways, along with 
at-risk women of all ages, youth or other- 
wise. As we see, much of the work they 
do is in dismantling stereotypes, such as 
a tone-deaf Los Angeles Times article fail- 
ing at cleverness by calling them a “chain 
gang” — the Psycos are primarily Chi- 
cano, so they’re a gang, geddit? — or new 
member Evie’s mother, who disapproves 
since “bikes are more of a boy thing.” And 
as we see, the boys have mixed feelings 
about it, such as the white male bike 
shop owner who grumbles about being 
excluded in a way that only someone 
who’s never experienced true exclusion 
can, while anonymous cowards say horri- 
ble things about them online. Ovarian 
Psycos is both a portrait of sisters doing it 
for themselves, and another example of 
how bitchy men can get when they’re not 
included in everything. Sherilyn Con-

Eva Hesse 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
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at the Roxie Theater. 
Even by the standards of documentaries 
about the art world — and they’rea 
genre unto themselves, for sure — Mar- 
cie Begleiter’s Eva Hesse is a bit on the in- 
side-baseball side. Born in Germany in 
1936 and raised by a father who could 
never quite accept her desire to be an art- 
ist, Hesse rose to some prominence in 
the New York art scene when it was ex- 
ploding during the 1960s, and when — 
surprise, surprise — it was 
male-dominated. Hesse didn’t really find 
her voice until late 1965, and she died of 
a brain tumor in 1970 at age 34, leaving 
behind an astonishing number of mini- 
malist artworks. We’re assured that by 
and large they’re masterpieces, though 
only Accession II (a box comprised of 
plastic tubes that deadens sound) really 
makes an impression to one not versed 
in such things. There’s no question that 
Hesse was pretty — almost as big a deal 
is made about her physical beauty as was 
made about art patron Peggy Guggen- 
heim’s perceived lack of beauty in Peggy 
Guggenheim: Art Addict — but aside from 
her laudable work ethos, Hesse never 
comes across as an interesting documen- 
tary subject. Eva Hesse has its moments, 
but may not hold much interest for those 
not already versed in the subculture that 
it covers. SC 


Lo and Behold, Reveries of the 
Connected World 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at Clay Theatre. 
It’s tricky to pinpoint exactly when the 
world changes, but Werner Herzog 
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makes a strong case in his documentary 
Lo and Behold, Reveries of the Connected 
World: the evening of Oct. 29, 1969, 
when a bulky computer at UCLA man- 
aged to send a two-letter word — “lo,” 
since it crashed before it could complete 
“login” — to its Stanford counterpart. 
Herzog uses this as a launching point to 
examine how the internet has changed 
how we live, and while the word “rever- 
ies” and the fact that it’s funded by a tech 
company suggests positivity, he looks 
into the dangers as well: internet addic- 
tion, hackers, cyber-espionage, and the 
way anonymity brings out the worst in 
humanity. His sympathies are ultimately 
with the people living off the grid and 
playing old-timey music. Herzog being 
Herzog, he still Herzogs up the joint, 
such as wondering whether the internet 
dreams of itself. (The answer may sur- 
prise you.) He also well and truly flusters 
SpaceX founder Elon Musk as the latter 
muses about the difficulty of finding 
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people to undertake the dangerous trip 
to Mars, and Herzog volunteers to go to 
with “a one-way ticket.” And while Lo and 
Behold, Reveries of the Connected World 
was made pre-Pokémon Go, if you Goo- 
gle “Herzog” and “Pokémon,” you won't 
be disappointed. SC 


Older Than Ireland 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at Landmark’s Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Framed prints of Jesus, or his mother, 
decorate the walls of Irish houses. With 
this telling detail, Alex Fegan’s Older 
Than Ireland establishes a divine pres- 
ence in the domestic lives of its subjects. 
The documentary is an artfully com- 
posed assemblage of interviews with 
centenarians, men and women born be- 
fore 1915. While religion may be hang- 
ing above their heads, each curated 
anecdote is reliably and profoundly secu- 
lar. Kathleen Snavely, the eldest at 113, 
jokes about the long hairs growing on 
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her chin. Bessie Nolan, 103, provoca- 
tively lights a cigarette before uttering a 
series of casual “feckin’s. It’s unclear to 
her, as it is with every interviewee, why 
they've lived past 100. Some are mourn- 
ful for lost loved ones; others are sparked 
back to spryness by the camera’s inquir- 
ing eye. The scenes are thoughtfully 
framed, and often with a sense of grace. 
When Rose O’Halloran, 101, begins to 
describe the day her husband died, she 
recedes to a blur as the lens brings a pho- 
tograph of the young couple sharply into 
focus. Memory comes to the foreground 
and holds dominion over the present. 
The film captures another subject 
through aquarium glass, her life slowed 
down and contained. This unsentimen- 
tal scene quietly illustrates the progres- 
sion of growing old as an exquisite kind 
of tedium, a purgatory before what

The renaissance that is edging 
San Francisco closer to the microbrewery 
mecca that is Portland is reshaping the 
drinking culture in outlying, industrial 
neighborhoods like The Bayview, The 
Dogpatch, and the eastern edge of Ber- 
nal Heights. Dave McLean’s Magnolia 
Gastropub has been on the corner of 
Haight and Masonic since the late 90s, 
but it’s the 2-year-old Smokestack at 
Magnolia Brewery in the Dogpatch that 
feels closer to the scene’s ferment (if 
you will). 

Similar to the slightly fancier 
Brasserie St. James, which I reviewed 
five months or so ago, there’s some- 
thing ineffable about Smokestack’s 
vibe that makes me very happy to be 
there, and eager to linger after I’m 
done eating. (Biking home uphill into 
the fog is always a deterrent against 
leaving, but Smokestack is also just 
an attractive space, a machine engi- 
neered to optimize contentment.) 
I’ve been four times and like it more 
after each visit. 

That’s not to say that everything 
is perfect; rather, it’s a roundabout 
confession of my biases. I like meat 
and beer in a well-designed interior, 
period, and that combination can 
make me overlook a number of little 
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dents and dings. Opening chef Den- 
nis Lee exited in February, and after 
Brandon Korf took over last month, 
he made a few additions to Smoke- 
stack’s barbecued core — namely 
sandwiches, salads, and a small happy 
hour menu, the most significant bul- 
let point on which is 

the near-mandatory 


if your main criterion is variety and 
less of a good deal if you're looking 
to stuff yourself. Particularly if you’re 
sharing with a hungry buddy, a bit 

of daintiness that’s unbecoming of 
barbecue is required lest you scoop 
up the entire portion of brisket in 
one go. 

Speaking of brisket, it and the 
Thai chili-cheddar pork sausage are 
the meats to beat. Ribs are a close 
second, as is the chicken — available 
by the quarter, half, and full bird — 
but in my opinion, pastrami is a meat 
best kept between two slices of bread. 
Chopped pork, too, can feel odd in 
isolation, but on two occasions, it 
was the tri-trip that was most lack- 
ing: Dry and crackly on one visit, the 
smoke was awful thin on another. 
But of the three sauces on the table 
— vinegar, barbecue, and mustard — 
the first two will help clear that up. 

And the sides can be magical. Like 
the heel of a baguette or the edges 
of a pan of brownies, the burnt ends 
of a brisket can be the best part, and 
Smokestack’s burnt ends baked beans 
are flavorful as hell and stew-like in 
their thickness. I’m a fan of summer 
succotash and German potato salad 
with bacon, but the tangy-bitter col- 
lard greens were better than either, 
and the Texas caviar (a vinegary salad 
of black-eyed peas, corn kernels, on- 
ions, and peppers) complemented the 
meat best of all. Mac ’n’ cheese, here 
crusted with panko, ties the brisket 
for fatty goodness.

(There are extras, 
here and there: The sausage sandwich 
has pimento cheese, for instance.) 
Beer is a close second, naturally, but 
if that’s all you're really after, the 
Haight is probably easier to get to — 
plus there’s a new menu at the moth- 
ership, too, put together by Freedom 
Rains of Belga and David Bazirgan 
(formerly of Dirty Habit, and nowa 
Bostonian). 

At Smokestack, a combo platter 
with two sides is $14 for one meat, 
$19 for two, and $24 for three, a 
scheme which represents a good deal

ly when it sets you 
back two bucks, but 
I wish the pickles 
that accompanied 
the combo plate 
were actual pickled 
cucumbers and not 
crescents of red onion with stingy 
sections of celery. And the bour- 
bon-pickled Fresno chilis, however 
beautiful, were disappointingly mild. 
Dessert, too, needs some love. There 
are only two choices: a perfectly fine 
$6 banana cream pudding anda $4 
salted chocolate chip cookie that I or- 
dered out of morbid curiosity over its 
size. (It’s not big, although it’s good.) 
Dessert is a load-bearing wall in the 
South, and pecan pie or blackberry 
cobbler would really spackle up that 
hole.

Then there’s the booze. Smoke- 
stack’s cocktails are ambitious, if a 
little overblown. Savor an Annie’s 
Palm ($12) with enough focus and 
you can tease out the lemongrass and 
the ginger from the cardamom and 
the tarragon, but the Dutchman’s 
Flat (rye, beef bouillon-infused gin- 
ger syrup, honey, lemon, JT bitters, 
and toasted nori $12) was basically 
a cold, foamy version of a hot toddy 
with ginger and a fleck of seaweed. 
You have to appreciate that a brewery 
went to such lengths, but with such 
a broad-tasting menu it’s hard not 
to gravitate back to the joint’s raison 
d'etre: beer. Smokestack has well over 
a dozen taps, and some of Magnolia’s 
newer offerings — Kalifornia Kolsch, 
say, or the Workingman’s Ale, a prop- 
er English ale — have the makings 
of classics in the vein of the Proving 
Ground IPA. I had at least six or eight 
beers, including every IPA, and for 
what it’s worth, they all pair well with 
the barbecued oysters. One thing 
I neglected to sample but which is 
nonetheless well-worth noting is the 
Special Whiskey Flight ($24), a tri- 
fecta of Four Roses, Henry McKenna, 
and Smooth Amber that makes the 
existence of an Old Fashioned mixed 
with bottom-shelf Evan Williams 
slightly mystifying. 

The Dogpatch is full of brand- 
new condos, but it’s also got some 
of the oldest extant houses in the 
city, wood-frame construction that 
predates the 1906 earthquake. 
Smokestack’s interior is meant to 
feel that old, and pulls of a sort of 
Alice-in-Wonderland look, with aged 
patinas, a missing ceiling and a sui- 
cide door marked “Dictating.” It looks 
like a warped saloon, without looking 
like a movie-set version of a warped 
saloon. It’s pleasant when sparsely 
populated, but better when full. 

Beyond aesthetics, the adjusted 
layout is smoother — you can order 
a drink at the food station and it will 
show up at your table via the bar, 
which wasn’t always the case — and 
the house protocol declares some 
helpful hints about where you can 
ensconce yourself, like “More room 
on our brewery dock (sometimes)” 
as well as more general axioms for 
daily living like “Work together with 
friends & neighbors and you will sur- 
vive.” But survival is for the fittest; 
we prefer barbecue and beer.

There’s been a proliferation of Thai eat- 
eries the past few years, a wave that has 
really elevated the cuisine’s profile above 
the standard, one-or-two-per-neighbor- 
hood takeout joint that’s decorated like a 
massage therapist’s office. With the 
opening of Pim Techamuanvivit’s Kin 
Khao, inside the Parc 55 Hotel, Thai food 
has gotten a lot sexier and more region- 
ally focused, a trend that continued with 
Saap Ver. Call it Second Wave Thai, if you 
will. (We’re operating on the assumption 
that pad Thai is now as exotic as a hot 
dog for most people ’round these parts.) 

And apart from the fairly unexcit- 
ing Tuk Tuk Thai Cafe and King of Thai 
Noodle, pasta-heavy North Beach is 
sorely lacking in noodles. Replacing 
the latter at 1268 Grant Ave. is Tama- 
rind Hall, a Thai restaurant that clearly 
wants to balance the demands of a 
lively atmosphere with a desire to put 
out quality food. 

It’s still early yet, but we checked it 
out and things seem promising. There 
are plenty of street snacks, including 
a Salt-N-Pepa calamari, Sai Ua and 
Namprik Noom (a grilled Northern 
Thai pork or chicken sausage with 
spicy pepper relish, pork cracklings, 
seasonal herbs, and sticky rice), and an 
$8 curry-and-roti dip that’s luscious 
and sweet. Laab moo ($12), a salad 
of minced pork enhanced by lime and 
lemongrass and served in lettuce cups, 
has an herbaceous depth you won’t 
find from the local takeout joint — and 
it makes a good benchmark by which 
to adjudicate matters.

can often be novella-length, Tamarind 
Hall pared its mains down to a list 
of only two dozen or so, only a few 
of which are safe noodle dishes. The 
polychromatic yum kai dao ($9), a 
fried-egg salad topped with greens and 
edible flowers, is pleasantly satiating. 
If there’s one drawback — and this 
may apply more to people visibly not 
of Thai descent — it’s that Tamarind 
seems hesitant with the heat. However 
rich it was to begin with, the curry 
would have benefited from a heavier 
hand with the chili. 

Best of all, there’s a full bar, serving 
such beers as Deschutes Chainbreaker 
— $8 fora pint, $18 for a pitcher, and 
$35 for a tower — anda list of $8-$10 ~ YY 
cocktails that lean hard on citrus and 
ingredients like tamarind syrup. Take 
the Siamese G-Spot, for instance, a 
mix of Cazadores Blanco tequila, St. 
Germain, lychee juice, and grapefruit 
juice. It’s party time. And the only pun 
on the word Thai that could be better 
than a drink called Thai-Me-Up is an 
extraordinarily spicy curry called That 
Was Way Harsh, Thai.

Shakespeare or an equally large room full 
of Facebook interns coding for hours un- 
til someone brings them a grilled cheese. 
So imagine my surprise upon walking 
into Covo, a new coworking space and 
cafe on Mission Street between Fourth 
and Fifth streets. It’s full of natural light, 
art that doesn’t look like it belongs in an 
orthodontist’s waiting room or a self-im- 
pressed boutique hotel’s lobby, and, in 
fact, looks almost like a flagship bank 
branch from the pre-ATM era when 
clocks were analog and the interior of a 
financial institution was something that 
people actually laid eyes on. 

And it only costs $3 per hour to use. 

Having enlisted restaurateur Matt 
Semmelhack — two of whose spots, 
AQ and Fénix, are only a block away — 
to create a three-story space that merg- 
es food and beverage service with the 
concept of a contingent office, Covo 
is a diurnal cafe that becomes a tap 
room at 3:30 p.m., Monday through 
Saturday, serving wine and beer on 
tap. (A full food menu is forthcoming, 
although there are already goodies 
under pastry domes to go with your 
Equator Coffee, plus avocado toast and 
chia pudding.) Having once been the 
home of Ford Graphics, it’s attractive 
without looking corporate, with light 
wells that shunt solar energy to the 
subterranean level, the closest thing 
to the Googleplex that mere mortals 
can ever come, minus all that sinister 
world-conquest stuff. 

Covo has six core values, some of 
which jump off the high dive into the 
deep end of jargon. (If you know any- 
one who gets excited by things that are 
“systems-driven,” please expose them 
to fresh air, posthaste.) But people 
in non-tech or tech-adjacent fields 
should know that Covo has neither 
ball pits and scooters nor the clamor of 
overcaffeinated people crowing about 
user experiences — although there is 
a nap room. It’s quiet, sophisticated, 
and adult, with a materials library for 
designers, affordable plotting services 
for architects, and a lecture series for 
continued education. 

While you can make use of Covo’s 
hourly rate, membership at one of 
several tiers comes with benefits, from 
unlimited coffee and printing to a 
bike room, day showers, the ability to 
bring your furry friend, and discounts 
on food and drink. The idea was to 
get ensconced in the Goldilocks Zone, 
providing maximum comfort for the 
maximum number of people’s maxi- 
mum level of productivity. If you work 
in any sort of creative endeavor, you'll 
feel at home here, even if what you do 
requires monastic silence. (Some con- 
ference rooms are soundproof.) 

That’s better than a Members Only 
jacket, now isn’t it?

Beach Blanket 
Beer-bylon

Treasure Island is many things. 
It’s a man-made pile of rubble, a 
toxic former naval base, the site of a 
music festival (that’s about to wave 
bye-bye), the name of a controversial 
gay porn company in SoMa, a Robert 
Louis Stevenson novel about pirates 
that gave the world Long John Silver, 
the home of a surprising number of 
wineries, and the place that stood in 
for a Nazi-era Berlin airport in Indiana 
Jones and the Last Crusade. 
And now it’s got a beer beach. 
Woods Beer Co. — best known for 
Woods Bar & Brewery in Uptown Oak- 
land, Woods Polk Station in Russian 
Hill, and the tiny Cerveceria de Mate 
Veza near Dolores Park — has taken 
over an old airplane hangar on the 
southeastern shore of Treasure Island, 
overlooking Yerba Buena Island and 
much of the Bay Bridge’s eastern span, 
to open Woods Island Club. Although 
it functions as the tap room, with 
upright barrel tables amid the racks of 
horizontal barrels dutifully aging their 
fermented contents — and Futura as 
the typeface on the taps — the hangar 
itself is otherwise short on accoutre- 
ments. But you need only cross a bit of 
asphalt to the adult version of a sand- 
box, complete with chairs, cornhole, 
shade, and beach babes of all genders. 
Bikini Atoll it is not; you can re- 
serve a section for a private party, 
but you'd better enjoy stretching out 
on the sand with the same density of 
strangers youd find in a busy bar. Even 
factoring in the fine particles of silica, 
it’s not a traditional watering hole, 
which means that kids and dogs are 
welcome, and food trucks may station 
themselves nearby. And while situated 
on the leeward side of the isle, and 
certainly farther from the fog’s clutch- 
es than Ocean Beach, a stiff maritime 
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wind may blow. 

One further caveat is that, while the 
beer beach contains plenty of sand and 
palm trees, it’s technically not a beach. 
It doesn’t abut the shoreline, so you 
can't roll your cuffs mid-calf and wade 
into the Bay with a beer in your hand. 
(A minor point, but still.) 

The other is that this is not an es- 
pecially convenient spot. As of now, 
Woods Island is open only from noon 
to 6 p.m. on Saturdays and Sundays 
(plus Labor Day) through the end of 
September, so even if you displayed 
the enormous gumption it would take 
to round up a few friends for happy 
hour and drive to Treasure Island, that 
option is not yours to grab. It would be 
a spectacular place for a party, though. 

But even with all of that said, this 
whole concept is a winning idea, and 
because you'll never need to shout 
to make yourself heard, it’s probably 
more fun when it’s packed. There are 
eight beers to try, all of them session- 
able (or nearly so) at 7 percent ABV or 
less. (You have to open a tab on your 
card, though, as Woods Island doesn’t 
accept cash.) 

The lavender-forward Local Honey 
Pale Ale is a sweet, rounded way to 
start, but if you want to go strong and 
hard, the Island Club Sour is fruitier 
yet fuller, intense with the whirl of 
wild bacteria. Invigorating and slightly 
astringent, the MateVeza IPA is more 
mentholated than the typical represen- 
tative of its category, owing to the Ar- 
gentine tea known as yerba mate. Most 
pale gingers avoid the sun as much as 
possible, but Woods’ refreshing Ginger 
Pale is a great one to sip on while in- 
ducing your skin to produce melanin. 
And while the yeasty notes of the Is- 
land Club Saison are described as being 
“sharp as a cutlass,” we found it to be 
funkier and less capable of slicing off 
a limb than that, although X definitely 
marked the spot. 

Treasure Island is littered with 
abandoned barracks and other relics of 
the Second World War, and the histo- 
ry of what is now Woods Island Club 
shines through in curious ways. Walk 
around the corner from the counter to 
the restroom and you'll pass a metal 
door marked “SEA CADETS CARL 
VINSON DIV.” That sort of sounds like 
a militarized squadron of mermaids, 
although it probably has something 
to do with the USS Carl Vinson, an 
aircraft carrier. In any case, the mili- 
tary-industrial complex is nowhere to 
be seen. In its place, we have a small- 
batch brewery embodying the philoso- 
phy that life’s a beach.

Star Core is acelestial concoction of atmospheric and instrumental music from Oakland's Marielle V. Jakobsons.

Last Saturday night at The Lab, 
roughly 50 people tripped — on music. 

Around 10:30 p.m., after a number 
of failed attempts at setting up the 
projector, a petite, flaxen-haired wom- 
an by the name of Marielle V. Jakob- 
sons took the stage, along with backing 
bassist Chuck Johnson. Conversations 
among audience members faded into 
silence as Jakobsons, robed in a white 
dress with red stitching, adjusted her 
position under the lone spotlight. A 
ray of light beamed from the projector, 
and psychedelic, abstract patterns flut- 
tered in the background — the result 
of an instrument Jakobsons built that 
uses sound vibrations and light to cre- 
ate images in a small pool of water. 

Things were already starting to 
get trippy, and the music hadn’t even 
started. 

Holding a flute to her lips — the 
same flute that she played in her 
middle school band class — Jakob- 
sons blew a long single note. Using 
her laptop to loop and distort it, the 
34-year-old waited as the note re- 
played through the speakers, coated in 
feedback. Buzzy streaks of synthesizer 
that sounded like shots from a ray gun 
peeled through the air, followed by a 
weightless, tinkling piano melody that 
sounded like it could defy gravity. And

then came the violin: hypnotic and 
flirtatious, with an exotic bent that 
could have been culled straight from 
the 1970s Alejandro Jodorowsky film 
Holy Mountain. 

As blurry swathes of orange, pink, 
and purple morphed into indecipher- 
able shapes on the screen, the crowd 
sunk into a stupor. In place of the 
sounds of whispers, clinking beer 
bottles, and creaking chairs that once 
filled the room, now all that could be 
heard was breathing. Calm, measured, 
and relaxed inhales and exhales from 
a room of people who hadn’t ingested 
drugs but were definitely off in a far 
away place. 

For the past few years, Jakobsons, 
who resides in East Oakland and works 
as a sound designer for The Sims, has 
been toiling away in her spare time on 
her second experimental solo album, 
Star Core, which will be released Friday, 
Aug. 19. On the surface, she says her 
goal was to create calming, chilled-out 
instrumental and electronic music 
that would pair well with driving or 
completing a task. But the longer she 
worked on it, the more complicated the 
music became, and Jakobsons soon re- 
alized there was another message she 
was trying to convey. 

“T’m a deep believer in psychedel- 
ics and the ability for our senses to 
change and to play with our percep- 


tion, whether or not that’s through 
substances or through art,” Jakobsons 
says. ‘Creating those experiences that 
make us think twice about our posi- 
tion in space or time are the kinds of 
experiences that I find really worth 
continuing to look for in my art.” 

For someone whose stated pur- 
pose is creating a “super-calm, happy, 
psychedelic vibe,” you might expect 
Jakobsons to be a long-haired, crys- 
tal-wielding, kaftan-wearing hippie. 
But she’s not. Granted, she does have 
shoulder-length hair and was wearing 
a quartz crystal pendant when I met 
her, but she’s not easy to pin down. 
Growing up in Ohio, her parents were 
far from weed-smoking, Eastern-reli- 
gion-worshipping yoga acolytes, and, 
when asked what kind of crystal she 
was wearing, she answered bashfully, 
“Oh, I don’t know.” 

Though she says she has identified 
with being “weird for a long time,” it is 
mainly through Jakobsons’ music that 
said weirdness comes through. She 
grew up playing classical violin, but by 
the time she hit college, she had grown 
tired of centuries-old music, gravitat- 
ing toward noisy rock and aleatoric 
compositions instead. At Mills College 
in Oakland, she earned an MFA in 
electronic music and recording media, 
and started creating interactive in- 
stallations like a self-oscillating violin 
that uses electro-magnetism to vibrate 
the strings and make sounds as if by 
magic. 

Jakobsons also formed a few 
bands during that time, most nota- 
bly Darwin’s Bitch, a theatrical solo 
violin act that often involved oddball 
non-traditional instrumentation like 
bones and pine cones that rattled in 
metal pans. After graduate school, she 
formed the classical Indian-inspired 
duet Date Palms with keyboardist Greg 
Kowalsky, and also began working on 
solo projects under her own name. Her 
first record as Marielle V. Jakobsons, 
2012’s Glass Canyon, is similar to Star 
Core in its experimental and surrealis- 
tic nature, but with a more terrestrial 
bent. Sounds like sifting sand and 
crashing waves can be heard in the 
music, which, Jakobsons says, was a 
more simple endeavor created mainly 
through the use of two instruments: 
synthesizer and violin. 

“Star Core is more complicated,” she 
says. ‘In Glass Canyon, I really wanted 
to simplify the elements I was using, 
while Star Core was much more of an 
abstract concept. It was about bring- 
ing in elements of the cosmic and the 


meditative qualities of my prior music 
into one complete thing. I didn’t want 
to restrict myself too much, but at the 
same time | also didn’t throw the en- 
tire kitchen sink in either.” 

Jakobsons might not have thrown 
in the kitchen sink, but she did add 
more instrumentation to Star Core, 
such as a flute, electric piano, and bass 
with the frets removed. She also added 
lyrics to the music for the first time. In 
the album’s first track, “White Sparks,” 
she coos what sounds like a mantra — 
“Seep in the sun / Lay one more day / 
Rise to the moon / Weave a new way.” 
In other songs, her vocals are less deci- 
pherable, merely murmurs and moans 
in what Jakobsons calls her “non-ver- 
bal voice.” But the two styles of singing 
share the same purpose: They bring 
both a personal touch and a human 
quality to the spacey music. 

“For me, that was a huge step even 
though there’s not many words in 
there,” she says of the lyrics. “Singing 
feels so personal because your body is 
the instrument. And it’s still grounding 
the music in something identifiably 
human, instead of letting it be entirely 
celestial.” 

When Glass Canyon was released, 
Jakobsons didn’t go on tour or pro- 
mote it very much, describing it in- 
stead as an “underground side project 
record” that came second to her work 
with Date Palms. With Star Core, she’s 
taking a different approach, embarking 
on a six-city tour that includes stops 
in Chicago and Brooklyn, and releas- 
ing a limited edition clear vinyl of the 
record. 

Back at The Lab, the last notes of 
Jakobsons’ set petered through the 
speakers. The light installation clicked 
off, and the white wall behind it be- 
came just a white wall again. Applause 
echoed through the room as audience 
members stood up, no doubt hoping 
for an encore. But, alas, an encore 
was not in the cards for the night, 
as signaled by the harsh fluorescent 
lights that flitted back on in an almost 
painful fashion. Eyes were rubbed and 
more than a few people yawned their 
way back to consciousness. 

The opiatic qualities of the music 
began to wear off and reality seeped 
back in. It was just another Saturday 
night in the Mission District. But at 
least, for an hour, everyone had been 
able to escape just as Jakobsons had 
hoped — and without even taking 
drugs.

Us The Duo

You probably don’t know who 
Us The Duo is, but your kids certainly do. 
In just under four years, the soft- 

pop act, consisting of married couple 
Michael and Carissa Alvarado, has re- 
leased three studio albums, garnering 
millions of YouTube views and more 
than 1 million monthly listeners on 
Spotify — not to mention 4 million 
followers on Facebook. Their song “No 
Matter Where You Are,” which they 
performed for the first time at their 
wedding ceremony as an alternative to 
reading vows, was featured in the com- 
puter-animated musical The Book of Life 
and landed the band a guest spot on 
an Oprah Winfrey tour in 2014. Para- 
graph-long comments from fans about 
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feeling “touched” by a song or “moved” 
by the couple’s relationship regularly 
appear on their social media accounts, 
and it’s not unusual to see tweens cry- 
ing at their shows. 

“They see us as an example of what 
they could have,” says Michael, who 
often sports the universally hated 
man bun. “They'll see us in our videos 
smiling at each other not because we’re 
acting or because we're forced to, but 
because we're genuinely in love and 
they can sense that.” 

To the more refined ear, their music 
might sound mushy, saccharine, and 
repetitive. But to their fans — which 
they call Us The Family — their songs 
— which have titles like, “Make You 
Mine,” “Falling In Love,” and “Right 
Where You Should Be” — are the 
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epitome of everything they hope will 
happen, at least romantically, when 
they grow up. 

“From the beginning, we always 
said we wanted to be a positive plat- 
form that speaks of love and themes 
that revolve around that,” Michael 
says. We're not like on some pedestal 
of fame or celebrity-ism. We’re just like 
everybody else, and I think they can 
sense that in the material we put out.” 

But the Alvarados are not “like ev- 
erybody else.” Far from it. After meet- 
ing on the set of a music video in Los 
Angeles in 2011, the couple, who were 
then in their early 20s, began dating, 
fell in love, and married exactly a year 
later. Both musicians — Carissa sang 
in her church choir, and Michael stud- 
ied piano and played in garage bands 


in his youth — they started uploading 
six-second covers of popular songs, like 
Quad City DJs’ “Space Jam” and The 
Neighbourhood’s “Sweater Weather,” 
to the video sharing app Vine in 2013. 
Within a month, their videos had 
become so popular that they had 1 mil- 
lion followers and outlets like Buzzfeed 
and Business Insider were writing about 
them. By January 2014, they made an 
appearance on Good Morning America. 
Two months later, they signed a record 
deal, becoming the first ever profes- 
sional act to stem from Vine. 

“We used to be so weirded out 
about the whole “social media stars” 
title, but now we're kind of embracing 
and understanding that this is who we 
are,” says Carissa, who also has a fash- 
ion blog called Wear I Am. 

Outside of their music, the Al- 
varados have managed to grow their 
fanbase by being both personable and 
accessible. They’ve coordinated trash 
pickups, ice cream giveaways, and sur- 
prise concerts in public parks — and, 
yes, they even tweet and snap back to 
their followers if they’re sent a photo 
or comment. 

“It’s really important to us to stay 
in contact with our fans,” Carissa adds. 
“They're the reason why we are where 
we are today, so I think we owe it to 
them to have that relationship with 
them.” 

One of the newest and most in- 
novative ways that Us The Duo is 
connecting with fans is through an up- 
coming EP called Public Record. Rather 
than write more songs about them- 
selves, Us The Duo has reached out to 
the public, asking them to submit per- 
sonal stories that the couple will then 
turn into songs. The “really special 
project,” Carissa says, does not have a 
release date, but she promises it’s “just 
going to be a really beautiful thing.” 

With its perkiness and sappiness, 
Us The Duo certainly won't appeal to 
everyone. But in a world plagued with 
problems, at least what they’re bring- 
ing to the table is positive. 

“If we can be a little glimmer of 
hope in the midst of a wild world,” 
Michael says, “then we’re doing our job 
correctly.”

The patio's open-air vibes will properly 
showcase their sound, a distinctly West 
Coast take on deep house full of warm 
grooves and grand, heartstring-tugging 
melodies. Manjumasi artist Brian Cid and 
newcomer R. Fentz join them. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Meow Wolf's Arcade 
Soundtracks (Wiggy's Plasma 
Plex) by David Last; Mesa 
Recordings 


Meow Wolf is a Santa Fe, N.M.-based arts 
collective that recently debuted the House 
of Eternal Return, a “unique art experi- 
ence featuring ... non-linear storytelling 
[revealed] through exploration, discovery 
and 21st century interactivity.” Wiggy’s 
Plasma Plex is a soundtrack to an arcade 
inside the House, scored by San Francisco 
electronic musician David Last (under 
many aliases, a playful gimmick) with as- 
sistance from Chelsea Faith (aka 
Cherushii). It’s one of the most remark- 
able albums of 2016, a lurid, hypercolor 
re-envisioning of classic synthpop. 

The production values on this record 
are off the charts. Every track glistens 
as if coated in a fluorescent sheen; every 
sound, melody, and beat seems placed 
with the utmost care and precision. On 
a technical level, this album is a work 
of art. 

The music runs through a gamut of 
styles: “Rise Up” is stylish techno-funk; 
“A Hell of a Thrill” is hard-driving Gial- 
lo-pop; “Ergot Crunch” sounds like a 
classic video game; and “Miami Memo- 
ries” is an incredible Italo-disco crooner, 
the stuff “vaporwave” dreams are made

of. “Thin Line” is simply one of the best 
pop songs I’ve ever heard — no fooling. 
Unfortunately, at 18 tracks and 
nearly 90 minutes long, the album is too 
crowded. No tracks are bad, but some 
are phenomenal while others are merely 
“quite good.” Careful editing would sub- 
stantially improve the listening experi- 
ence. Regardless, I give it my strongest 
recommendation. It’s a must-listen. 


Chronos6 by Archetypewriter; 
self-released 


“Soundtrack to a non-existent film.” So 
goes the description of Chronos6, a 
40-minute dark ambient work by Arche- 
typewriter, aka San Francisco producer 
Scott Boutin, better known for his acid 
house records as Blue Soul. 

Chronos6 opens in textbook dark 
ambient fashion, with a distant, searing 
drone paired with an elegant, melan- 
choly melody. Delicate tones soon creep 
in. The album’s first movement feels re- 
markably sub-aquatic and crystalline. 

After about 15 minutes, a muted, 
hypnotic acid bassline takes over, and 
the album shifts notably in feeling. Rep- 
etition becomes the central motif, and 
although the foundational drones re- 
main present, this middle portion feels 
remarkably less “dark” to my ears — for 
better or worse. 

After a brief bassline reprise, the al- 
bum returns to the cosmic drones that 
it started with, ending on an ominous, 
imposing note. The middle bit — the 
acid bassline — feels out of place ona 
dark ambient record; nevertheless, I 
enjoyed the diversion. 

Chronos6 was written entirely on 
synthesizers — no samplers were used 
in its recording. This works both for and 
against it. Its sound palette is limited, 
and unified by its limitations, but I 
found myself wishing for murky, treat- 
ed samples to darken the mood. 

Fans of ambient music of all stripes 
should take note: Chronos6 is a fine 
work.

Mathew Lee Cothran is a busy man. Since 2011, he has divided his time be- 
tween his solo project, Coma Cinema, which made him an underground hero, 
and his other band, Elvis Depressedly, both of which come loaded with Co- 
thran’s cynical dark humor. The very much alive songwriter titled Coma Cine- 
ma’s 2013 record Posthumous Release, and he introduced the world to Elvis 
Depressedly by self-releasing an EP called Save The Planet Kill Yourself. Feel free 
to accuse him and bandmate Delaney Mills of being fatalists, nihilists, or just 
plain apathetic, but there’s something tender and deeply felt in their indie-pop 
lamentations. The duo describes their critically acclaimed third album, New AI- 
hambra, as “an end times prophecy,’ filling it with orchestral cuts like the gently 
self-deprecating track “no more sad songs” and the synth-sweetened “bruises 
(amethyst).” Basically, if you're out here slogging through the trenches of day- 
to-day reality, you'll connect with the band’s less-than-optimistic message.

My dad thinks I’m the shit. I know this because the ringtone he chose for me on 
his cellphone is Digable Planet’s “Rebirth of Slick” — that early 1990s crossover 
hit that coined the phrase, “I’m cool like that.” But while I’m cool — I get it from 
you, Dad! — I’m certainly not as cool as the Brooklyn trio behind the song. 
Though they haven't released an album since 2005 — and even that was a com- 
pilation of older songs from the mid-’90s — Digable Planets is, like that viral 
YouTube video of Daniel and his white Vans, back at it again. Since May, the old- 
school hip-hop group has been on a reunion tour, traveling the U.S. and making 
appearances at festivals like Pitchfork and Sasquatch. Before this tour, their last 
performance was in December 2011. They were scheduled to play a reunion 
show in 2012, but ended up canceling it, prompting member Ishmael Butler to 
tell the Seattle Times, “I think it’s the end.” But he was wrong, and I can’t say I'm 
surprised. Digable Planets has a habit of going back on their word, like when 
they announced they were breaking up over “creative differences” in 1995 only 
to reform 10 years later. No matter, they’re back together and have already hit 
the stage in 13 cities, so make sure to catch them at the New Parish because who 
knows when they’ll hit the road again. Jessie Schiewe

There are many ways to discover new music. Articles (like this one) can be 
mighty helpful, along with public and personal playlists on Spotify, the radio, or 
algorithms that recommend tracks based on your listening history. And then 
there’s chance, which might be my favorite way to stumble upon new artists. 
This is how I learned about 23-year-old New Orleans native August Alsina. I was 
at a Reggae Gold party at the New Parish in Oakland, and, as I was teetering 
down the stairs in my newly purchased stilettos, I noticed a CD on the floorina 
see-through plastic envelope. Ever eager to find new music — especially when 
it’s free! — I snatched up the CD and slipped it in my purse. Little did I know 
when I popped Tha Product II, Alsina’s fifth mixtape, into my car’s CD player 
that it would become a daily listen for me for the next half-year or so. Alsina has 
a high-pitched, rough-around-the-edges voice that pairs well with his plaintive, 
sfweekly.com/blogs/thesnitch emotionally fraught ballads that more often than not revolve around subjects 
from his own life, like his older brother who was shot to death in 2010, the time 
he was kicked out of his house, the aftermath of Hurricane Katrina, and his love 
for strippers. But though many of his tracks are soft, contemplative, and autobi- 
ographical — like “Downtown,” off Tha Product II, and “Testify,” the lead single 
on his 2014 debut studio album, Testimony — Alsina also knows how to make 
upbeat, party hits. Perhaps his most well-known song is 2013's “I Luv This Shit,” 
which, thanks to its catchiness, has been remixed by Birdman, Chris Brown, and 
Trey Songz. If you're looking for an honest and genuine artist, it doesn’t get 
more real than Alsina.
